The feveral States of Italy have, in this Treafury, their particu- 
lar Hiftorians, whofe Accounts are, perhaps, generally more exaét by 
being lefs extenfive, and more interefting by being more particular, 

Nor has lefs Regard been paid to the different Nations of the 
Germanic Empire, of which, neither the Bobemians, nor Hunga- 
riant, nor Aufirians, mor Bavarians, have been negleéted; nor 
have their Antiquities, however generally difregarded, been lefs 
ftudioufly fearched, than their prefent State. 

The Northern Nations have fupplied this Colleétion, not only 
with Hiftory, but Poetry, with Gorbic Antiquities, and Runi¢c In- 
fcriptions; which at leaft have this Claim to Vencration, above the 
Remains of the Roman Magnificence, that they are the Works of 
thofe Heroes, by whom the Roman Empire was deftroyed, and 
which may plead, at leat in this Nation, that they ought not to 
be neglected by thofe that owe to the Men, whofe Memories th 
preferve, their Conititution, their Properties, and their Liberties. 

The Curiefity of thefe Colle¢tors extended equally to all Parts of 
the World ; nor did they forget to add to the Northern the Southern 


Writers, or to adorn their Collection with Chronicles of Spein, and |, 


the Conquett of Mexico. 


Even of thofe Nations with which we have lef Intercourfe, whofe 
Cuftoms are lefs accurately known, and whole Hiftory is lefs 
diftinctly recounted, there are in this Library repofited fuch Ac- 
counts, as the Europeans have been hitherto able to obtain ; nor are 
the Mogul, the Tartar, the Turk, and the Seracen, without their 
Hiftorians. 

That Perfons fo inquifitive, with regard to the Tranfaétions of 
other Nations, thould inquire yet more ardently after the Hittory 
of their own, may be naturally expeéted ; and, indeed, this Part of 
the Library is no common Inftance of Diligence and Accuracy. Here 
are to be found with the ancient Chronicles, and larger Hiftories 
of Britain, the Narratives of fingle Reigns, and the Aceounte of 
remarkable Revolutions, the aphical Hiftories of Counties, 
the Pedigrees of Families, the 
the Proceedings of Parliaments, the Records of Monafteries, and 
the Lives of particular Men, whether eminent in the Church or 
the State, or remarkable in private Life ; whether exemplary for 
their Virtues, or detettable hes their Crimes; whether perfecuted 
for Religion, or executed for Rebellion. 

‘That memorable Period of the En life Hiftory, which begins 
with the Reign of King Charles the Firf, and ends with the Re- 
oration, will almoft furnith a Library alone, fuch is the Number 
of Volumes, Pamphlets, and Papers, which were publithed 
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
